OTTAWA, Jan. 12. — (Canadian 
Press)—From January 22 a surcharge 
qual to sixty per cent. of¢hie prevail- 
ng rate of exchange adjusted semi- 
nonthly to meet any fluctuations in 
e exchange raite, will be added to 
e Canadian freight rate to cover 
ternational fréight other than coal 
and coke. This surcharge will apply 
fn all cases where the charges are 
payable and collected in Canada, This 
decision is the outcome of the confer- 
ences of railways and shippers with 
the Board of Railway Commissiomess 
bn the subject of exchange and inter- 
bational freight jaulage, it was an- 
nounced by the Railway Association 
of Canada in a statement from that 
body tonight. 

Arrangements are also being made 
to permit prepayment of the charges 
on shipments to the United States 
and also to permit shipments from 
the United States, other than coal and 
coke to come forward with charges 
“to collect.” Telegraphic advices will 
be sent to every railway agent in 
Canada on the 14th and Mast day of 
each month, stating the rate of ex- 
change applicable flor the ensuing 
two weeks.

BRANDON, Jan. 12.—(Canadian 
Press)—Stating that they viewed with 
apprehension further efforts to colo 
inise the western provinces by the 
| Western Canada Colonisation associa- 
‘tion, without offering any suggestion 
to improve present conditions sur 
rounding agriculture, delegates to the 
convention of the Untted Farmers of 
Manitoba and the convention of the 
Manitoba Cattle Breeders asked that 
the association devote its efforts to 
solving problems confronting farmers 
already on ithe land, and urged the 
federal government to adopt 4 strict- 
er plan for the selection of imm!- 
grants, in a resolution passed at the 
joint meeting of the convefition to 
night. 

A eecond resolution passed unant- 
moysly and without discussion urges 
upon the federal authorities the ne- 
cewstty of pressing upon the British 
government the fulfilment of the un- 
dertaking to remove the embargo on 
Canadian cattle. 

Farmera must decrease their hald- 
ings and concentrate their efforts on 
more scientific farming if the ‘prob- 
lems confronting those on the land 
in-the west are to be overcome, de- 
clared Hon. Duncan Marshall, minis- 
ter of agriculture in the Alberta gov- 
ernment, ithe chief speaker of the 
evening. Poultry and dairying which 
have been despised among the farm 
ers are going to be !mportant during 
the next few years he declared. 

Change Method of Farming 

“We must change the method of 
farming,” he said, ‘‘Western farmers 
are going to be successful when they 
are not operating more than the man 
and hia wife and family can handle. 
'SmaWer holdings, more settlers and 
a closer attention to ‘ihe ectentific de- 
tails of farming are what we need. 
The best thing to raise on the farm 
\is boys who can be taught in ‘the agri- 
cultural colleges to take up the work 
where their fathers have eft ét.”’
